dent Hoover today made public his 
annual p ation calling upon 
the nation to observe Nov. 11 as 
Armistice day. 

It follows: 

“Whereas the eleventh day of 
November, 1918, marked the term- 
ination of the World war and the 
cessation of its destruction and suf- 
fering; and; : 

“Whereas it is appropriate that 
recurring anniversaries’of this day 
should be commemorated by ¢x- 
ercises honoring those who gave 
their lives in the service of their 
country and dedicating oursélves 
to the attainment of ideals of jus- 
tice, freedom and peace for which 
they made a supreme sacrifice; and 

“Whereas by recurrent resolution 
of the senate and the house of rep- 
resentatives, in 1926, the president 
was requested to issue a proclama- 
tion for the observance of Armis- 
tice day; 


*“Now therefore, I, Herbert Hoov- li 


er, president of the United States 
of America, pursuant to said reso- 
lution, do hereby order that the 
flag of the United States be dis- 
played on all government buildings 
on Nov. 11, 1931, and do invite the 
people of the United States to ob- 
serve the day in their churches and 
schools, and other suitable places, 
with appropriate ceremonies, giving 
expression to our gratitude that 
peace exists and pledging ourselves 
to,;the efforts to perpetuate the 
peace of the world and to cultivate 
relations of friendship and amity 
with all nations.

Messages. describing the mongol 
troops movements west of Tsitsihar 
said the mongolians had gathered 
sixteen miles southwest of Hailar, 
having advanced approximately 100 
miles into Manchurian territory. 
While these military movements 
continued in northern Manchuria, 
with Japanese authorities watch- 
ing closely for indications of Rus- 
sian activities in connection with 
the Chinese and Mongolian man- 
euvers, new trouble was reported 
south of Mukden, where Chinese 
bandits held up a Peiping-bound 
train on the Peiping-Mukden rail- 


way. 

The hold-up took place near the 
Liuhokou station, seven miles from 
Mukden. The bandits, who were 
mounted, looted the passengers and 
kidnaped the engineer, who was

Calls Upon Nation 
For Observance of 
Armistice Day 


WASHINGTON —(INS)— Presi-|. 


dent Hoover today made public his 
annual proclamation calling upon 
the nation to observe Nov. 11 as 
Armistice day. 

It follows: 

“Whereas the eleventh day of 
November, 1918, marked the term- 
ination of the World war and the 
cessation of its destruction and suf- 
fering; and; 

“Whereas it is appropri pe 
recurring anniversaries/of t 
should be commemorated by pin 
ercises honoring those who gave 
their lives in the service of their 
country and dedicating oursélves 
to the attainment of ideals of jus- 
tice, freedom and peace for which 
they made a supreme sacrifice; and 

“Whereas by recurrent resolution 
of the senate and the house of rep- 
resentatives, in 1926, the president 
was requested to issue a proclama- 
tion’ for the observance of Armis- 
tice day; 

*“Now therefore, I, Herbert Hoov- 
er, president of the United States 
of America, pursuant to said reso- 
lution, do hereby order that the 
flag of the United States be dis- 
played on all government buildings 
on Nov. 11, 1931, and do invite the 
people of the United States to ob- 
serve the day in their churches and 
schools, and other suitable places, 
with appropriate ceremonies, giving 
expression to our gratitude that 
peace exists and pledging ourselves 
to,,the efforts to perpetuate the 
peace of the world and to cultivate 
relations of friendship and amity 
with all nations. 

“In witness whereof I have set my.

France Still in Mi- 


nority Group On 
Woman’s Vote 


PARIS—(INS)—France is still 
in the class of the smaller powers 
when it comes to the question of 
the vote for women. 

Five of the twenty-eight Euro- 
pean States have not yet granted 
any rights to their women; These 
include Portugal, Swiss, Bulgaria, 
Jugoslavia and France. 

The French Senate rejected the 
law for women’s rights which 
was adopted by the Chamber of 
Deputies in 1922, and in spite of 
several decisions made by the 
Chamber since this date, the stolid 
old Senators have refused to fix 
a date for further discussion of 
this question. 

Seventeen States have accorded 
full political right to women. 
These are: Norway and Sweden, 
Denmark, Holand, England and 
Ireland, Finland, Russia, Lithu- 
ania, Esthoriia, Lettonia, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, Poland, Tche- 
koslovia and Luxembourg. 

One State, Belgium, has grant- 
ed municipal electorial rights to 
their women.

Th view of the fact that the nation-wide, single unit farm 

jon. wi soon be launched, at a big organization 
meetin eastern Iowa, the thousands of farmers in- 
terestéd in this movement will do well to ‘ponder-one impor- 
tant oar connected with this organization—the point that 
no farmer tion CAN POSSIBLY SUCCEED unless it 
is OWNED,;MANNED and CONTROLLED solely by farm- 
ers. pS 

We are bringing up this point now-so that the farmers who 
contemplate being present at the intitial organization meet- 
ing will be forewarned and will not make the fatal mistake 
that has wrecked the most promising farmer organizations 
that have appeared during the last generation.. 

‘The Manufacturers’ association contains no members ‘but 
manufacturers ; the Employers’ association contains no.mem- 
bers but employers; the medical trust,,or American Medi- 
eal Association, contains only doctors; the Retailers’. asso- 
ciation only‘retailers ; the American Federation of Labor only 
wage eattiers; the Building Trades branch of the American 
Federation of Labor has no rule so strictly observed as the 
éne requiring that no building owner or contractor is allowed 
in any-of the building trades unions, 

“Now,-it ought to be perfectly clear why this is so. Men in- 
stinctively see questions from the viewpoint of their source of 
living. An,employer sees questions from the empleyer’s view- 





point ; the wage earner seés problems from his viewpoint. Each 
class has its own clear interests. If you mix these’ two classes 
in the same organization there will be trouble and confusion 
and in the end one class or the other will control, unless in the 
meantime the organization is disrupted. “It'won’t be the wage 
earner who will finally control: it will be the employer, be- 
cause the owner of industry-and the employer of.labor has 
the much stronger position. That is why mixed organiza- 
tions have never succeeded. 

“In this connection the farmers have been ‘the worst bam- 
boozled class that ever existed. The whole effort since the 
rise of. American big business to power has been to mix the 
farmer organizations with other interests so as to confuse the 
farmers and control them industrially and politically. Men 
have to be held down when. they are being held up, just as 


. you have to hold a goose to pluck it. Themost glaring exam- 
_ ple of this process has been the Farm Bureaus and the Farm 


Bureau Federation. In this organization the farmers. were 
thoroughly merged. with the business interests that were 
plucking them and with-the reactionary or standpat politic- 
ians who were holding them down: Instead of the Farm Bur- 


eau Federation making the farmers more independent, it pre- 


vented them from becoming independent. .It made them just 
what the big business interested wanted them tobe. — i" 
The first’ purpose of farmer organization is FARMER IN- 
DEPENDENCE; the'second purpose’‘is FARMER POWER; 
the third purpose is FARMER PROSPERITY, Farmers must 
keep all other interests out of their organization so that they 
can determine just what the farmer interests are and what 
the farmers-need and what. they must do to get-what they 
want. This alone is INDEPENDENCE. Whenever such an 
INDEPENDENT farmer organization has amalgamated with 
all other INDEPENDENT farmer organizations and has a 


substantial percentage of all-the farmers:of the nation so or- 
ganized, FT WILL HAVE REAL POWER — then, and then 
only, can the farmers create permanent prosperity for them- 
selves. 


Has Our Peace Machinery Broken Down? 


It.is doubtful if the world has been in a more perilous posi- 
tion since the ld war.than it is right’now. 

With China and Japan fighting each other without a dec- 
laration of war and Russian armies hovering on the northern 
frontier ready to strike if Russian rights are -violated,:the 
situation is dangerously productive of a new world war. 

If Russia is drawn into the Chino-Japanese conflict, world- 
war is practically.a foregone conclusion because of the in- 
tense fear and hatred entertained toward Soviet Russia by the 
capitalistic nations. It would not be at all.surprising:if the 
Chino-Japanese conflict led to a combination: of capitalistic 
world powers to crush Russia and prevent any further experi- 
ments in socialism. 

In the midst of this dangerous situation the peace mach- 
inery of the world has apparently broken-down.. When the 
League of Nations recessed last Saturday night it left behind 
two extremely perilous situations. It left:Japanh defying the 
league and refusing to get out of the conquered territory in 
Manchuria, and far worse even than this, it left behind the 


negative answer of the world to the proposal that. the whole , 


world enter into a disarmament agreement.-Out of 54 govern- 
ments that-were asked if they would enter. into “an agreement 
to disarm and instructed to have their answers ‘i in‘by Novem- 
ber 1,-only sixteen replied favorably and only three of these 
sixteen were major powers—the United States, ‘Soviet ‘Rus- 
sia and Japan. 

It is strange that Japan, wih Eee tears the peace 


machinery of the world, should’ be-one-of only three of the | : 
stronger: nations jthat “consented. to a general disarmament | 
agreement. 

It does no good to rail-against this deplorable and danger- 
ous condition, but it is highly urgent that we understand it. 
Why are 38 nations out of 54 throughout the so-called ciyil- 
ized world afraid to meet at this time in a general disarma- 
ment conference, when, GENERAL DISARMAMENT would 
bring greater security to each nation “than it ever enjoyed 
beforé? It would do more than this: General disarmament 
would bring almost perfect securify against invasion to every 
country’in the world, It would even do far more than this: 
It weed Se een of armament and war expense _. 

One naturally. would ‘think ae every nation in the world 
would jump at such a-chan¢e. Why, then, has less than a 
third of them, gnd only three great powers, expressed any 
willingness to enter into-sucl an agreement? 

The answer is.that practically every government in the 
world is a capitalist’ government in fact, and an imperialist 
government either in fact or in intention. Capitalism and 
imperialism are systems:of exploiting productive labor and 
weaker nations which areimade possible only by ARMED 
GOVERNMENT, military ‘machines and navies. In and of 
itself CAPITALISM ISA  WARLIKE PROCESS and de- . 
pends on armies.and navies.to maintain itself. IN OTHER 
WORDS, OUR PRESENT SYSTEM IS FOUNDED ON ME-.. 
ITARY FORCE AND WAR: Peace machinery may be useful 
to avert war, and.as such we ought toll support it, but-noth- 
ing--will:ABOLISH-W.AR and place the world on a foundation 
of. permanent peace, except'the abolition of capitalism. and 
the establishment ofa comers wales of civilization in its 

place.

as an indicator of a material slow- 
ing down of hoarding.” 

Klein expressed the belief that 
once money starts flowing back to 
bank deposits, the favorable reac- 
tion on the banking situation will 
be felt immediately.

“It is a matter of national con-

125,000 Jobless _ 
In St. Louis, Said 


ST. LOUIS—(INS)—There are 
125,000 persons unemployed in St. 
Louis, according to an: estimate of 
the citizens’ committee of relief 
and employment made public Sat- 
urday.

and Pierce. He was a young man 
during the War of 1812 and past 60 
years of age when the Mexican War 
broke out. He may have been in the 
gold rush in 1849. His knowledge 
of inventions included those of the 
steamboat (1807), the reaper (1831) 
the telegraph (1844) and others. 

He was 12 years old when this 
section of the United States was 
bought from France. He knew of 
the trouble arising from the slave 
trade in America, but died six years 
before the beginning of the. Civil 
war. Iowa was the pioneer’s couri- 
try during Mr. Brookhart’s life, 
having been admitted as a state in 
1846. He and his few neighbors 
lived in an era, when present day 
progress was unknown. The things 
considered essential now-a-day’s 
were undreamed of by the persons 
who lived when this portion of 
Jean’s cemetery was being filled. 

After six generations the name 
Brookhart is still a common name 
in this area. Arthur and Albert 
Brookhart reside on a farm in the 
southwest corner of Lake township 
and their brother, Lawrence, oper- 
ates a store at Cranston, Ia. They 
are the sons of the late Charles 
Brookhart who was the son of one 
John Brookhart. There are sons of 
the present generation to carry on 
the Brookhart name. Other Brook- 
harts are found scattered about 
Iowa, Smith Brookhart,° sénator, 
having some connection. 

Another name found on a-tomb- 
stone in the Jean cemetery whose 
owner was born in 1794 was that 
of Elizabeth, wife of General Will- 
iam Townsley. She died in 1855. 

Townsley is a common name here 
today. George Townsley and Oscar 
Townsley are probably the’ oldest 
residents by that mname..
